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Attachment to the Advisory action: 

The applicant argued that the prior art fails to teach injecting a quantity of dry and 
heated input gas to vaporize the sulfur dioxide gas or chlorine present in the system and 
to form input gas/chemical mixtures. Brown, in fact, teaches the air/vapor mixture is 
dehumidified after removal from the tank, not prior to injecting any of the input gas into 
the tank. Bombard also teaches that the removal of the water from the air/vapor mixture 
occurs after removal of the air/vapor mixture from the tank, not prior to adding the air to 
the tank. 

These arguments are not persuasive because Bombard discloses that after the 
air is chilled in the cooling section, it is passed through the reheated section and 
redirected back through the fuel tank to evaporate residual fuel in the tank, the 
evaporation being enhanced by the heat content of the reheated air (see col. 2, lines 4- 
20). 

The applicant argued that it is important in the present invention that the input 
gas be both dry and heated prior to entering the railcar and mixing with the chemical. 

This argument is unpersuasive because Bombard suggest to reheat the air to 
redirect into the tank. Therefore, the air is dry since it is heated to 120° F to 130° F and 
before heating water is removed by cooling.
